Alarmed by the steadily growing 
indifference of the American people to 
the duty of v oting, Chief Justice C. 
T. Marshall 
of the 
Ohio 
supreme 
court, has promulgated a mov ement 
. to get the v oters out in greater num­ 
bers at the Nov ember election. 
His plan has been unanimously in­ 
dorsed by the Inter Club Council, of, 
Columbus, 
which is 
enlarging 
its i 
scope to include all other social, civ ic 1 
religious and political organizations 
thruout the state in a general cam­ 
paign to increase the v ote of the ap ­ 
proaching election. 
“ W'e boast, here in America, that 
the people are the 
real 
sov ereigns 
and that public officials are our serv ­ 
ants,” said Chief 
Justice Marshall. 
“ But it seems 
that the people 
are 
failing to exercise proper judgment 
in the choice of their serv ants or in 
the superv ision of their acts. 
“The ballot 
is the instrument 
by 
which the people exercise 
their sov - .0»ciocjc 
ereignty,” 
continued 
Chief Justice 
M arshall, “and the results of our elec­ 
tions should express the choice and 
the combined wisdom of all the peo-) 
pie in the 
approv al 
of 
men 
and i 
measures.” 
Declaring that we do not hav e a 
tru e expression of 
the popular 
will j 
when the 
affirmativ e 
v ote is some 
times as low as 17 per cent of the en- i 
tire electorate, Chief Justice Marshall 
cites figures to show how the people | 
are neglecting their duty more than 
ev er before. 
“ In 19 06 , when McKinley was elect­ 
ed president, SO per cent of the peo- ( 
pie v oted,” says the chief justice. “ In j 
19 08 , when Taft was elected only 6 6 
per cent v oted, 
and in 
19 20, 
when 
Harding was elected, a bare 48 per­ 
cent went to the polls. 
“ In local campaigns the percentage , 
frequently falls below 40 per cent. In 
the state of 
Washington, a 
United 
States 
senator 
was elected 
by the \ 
affirmativ e v ote of only 17 per cent 
of the qualified electors. 
Some south­ 
ern states show' ev en smaller per eent- 
,ages. 
“ Our primary 
elections 
are 
f r e - , 
quentlv decisiv e of the issues at the j 
general elections, and yet the v ote at 
primaries often falls below 20 per­ 
cent. 
In the recent primary in New 
York City for nomination of mayor-1 
alty candidates, ev en after a strenu- i 
dus and bitter campaign, the Demo­ 
cratic party polled only 50 per cent 
of its v ote and the Republicans less 
than 30 per cent.”

conditions in America, Chief Ju stice’ 
Marshall points out that in English 
elections for the house of commons j 
the v ote ranges from 7 6 to 82 per­ 
cent of the possible 
total.
